on Saturday. 

All the private papers and letters of Gen. 
Pope, copics of despatches and reports, 
memoranda relating to the campaign and to 
tho army, copies of telegrams sent, all dis- 
patches reccived from the Bresident Halleck 
and the war department, orders issued to 
General of corps and divisions, all maps 
and topographical charts, containing infor- 
mation of the greatest value; in a word, 
the whole history and plan of the campaign, 
tho nuibers and disposition of troops, all 
are revealed to the enemy by this disaster. 
Tts seriousness can hardly be estimated,— 
It is taking the rebel general into the con- 
fidence of Halleck, and may render it ne- 
cessary to change the whole campaign. 


Another account is as follows :— 

My account is from a quartermaster's 
slork who arrived in Washington on Satur- 
day night, and was with the train when it 
wus attacked, His statement is in sub- 
stanco as follows :— 

Gon. Pope on Friday sent back his train, 
which mustered 53 wagyons, to Catlett's, a 
station on the railway about two miles this 
side of Warrenton Junction, and at least 
twelve miles to the rear of the army. The 
tents were pitched and the waggons in Park. 
About 8 o'clock Friday evening Mr. Brown 
was lying in his tent with a light burning. 
Ho was roused by a volley of musketry and 
the sound of cavalry charging. Tbe camp 
had a guard of infantry, its usual escort, 
whoso muskets were in the wagyons! and 
was aleo reed by four companies of the 
Bucktail Rifles, under Lt.-Col.Kane. There 
wereno pickets, not even at senry ! The first 
notice of the approach of the rebels was the 
volley of musketry. 

The infantry escort ran at onco. ‘The 
Bucktails aries, but not wholly unarm- 
ed like the others, scattered at the first fire, 
but rallied pres the camp. The rebel 
cavulry poured in unopposed, took complete 
possession of the camp, pillaged and plun- 
dered its personal effects, carried off the 
contents of all the trunks of Gen. Pope and 
all his staff, and took with them on their 
retreat all the Lorses of the train, ubout 
two hundred, and also those belonging to 
the staff whieh were not in the field at the 
time. Some officers wore in the camp, but 
Gen. Pope and most of his staff were in 
front, twelve miles away, 

Probably the whole might have been 
saved and the attacked repulsed if there had 
been pickets or even sentries about the camp. 
Rint there has not been a guard mounting at 
headquarters sinco General Pope took the 
fiold—a piece of carelessness for which he 
has paid a heavy penalty,

Another Battle Disastrons to the Fedsral 
Army. 


New York, Sept. 1. 
Tho Tribune's Washington dexpatch, 
dated Sunday 3'p.m., says the anticipation 
that a groat atile would be fought to-day 
(Sunday) was probably unfounded. No 
firing has been heard by anxious listeners 
here, and there is no news of a renewal of 
the contest, except that a telegram dated 
at Fairfax station 10:30 a.m., speaks of 
heavy guns being heard in the neighbor- 
hood of Bristow station. ‘This is hoped 
in highest quarters hero to be the noise 
caused by the blowing up of his trains by 
Gen. Banks, who it is feared is cut off 
with his whole corps. Five hundred rebel 
prisoners were at Fuirfax station awaiting 
transportation to Washington. ‘They con- 
cur in saying, as does information from all 
other sources, that the whole rebel army 
was engaged under Gon, Leo's command, 
Its number no one of them set at less than 
150,000, and many estimated it at 200,- 
000 or 300,000, Tho prisoners all say 
that they were promisd an easy and 
speedy march into Washington.

well as other lines of steam and sailing 
vessels, as will ensure ample shipping capa- 
city for this trade, Every measure will be 
taken to ensure prompt despatch to this 
freight between Derrit and Montreal or 
Portland, 

To thoroughly accommodate the local 
trade of Canada, a Groin Elevator is now 
in course of erection at Toronto, which will 
have a capacity of 150,000 bushels, and 
afford every facility for the transfer of grain 
in bulk from the railway cars to lake craft. 
It will be completed before the close of the 
present year, and in connection with it there 
will be a storage for upwards of 10,000 brs. 
of flour, 

An Elevator is already in operation at 
this Company's Station at Sarnia, so that 
next year grain oan be carried in bulk be- 
tween Chicago and Milwaukie and Lake 
Ontario Ports via Sarnia and Tor nto. 

At Portland a Grai Elevator is also in 
course of construction, capable of holding 
150,000 bushels, and which will be ready 
for use before the close of the present year. 
This Elevator will enable grain to be taken 
in bulk from any Station on the line of the 
Grand Trunk Railway, and put on board 
Ocean Vessels, during the season of tho 
year when the navigation of the St. Law- 
rence is suspended. 

The most important want of the Grand 
Trunk line is unquestionably that of ample 
accommodation for the grain traffic 16 Mon- 
troul, and every effort has been made to se- 
cure the construction of a large Elevator 
here by the fall of the present year. It is 
confidently believed that the negotiations 
now on foot, will soon be brought to a suc- 
cessful result, and the necessary building 
completed and in operation before next 
spring. It is intended to have the Hleva- 
tor of a capacity of 300,000 bushels, and 
to add to it as rapidly as the grain trade 
demands increased accommodation, There 
will also be provided fucilities for transfer- 
ring flour and other produce from the rail- 
way car direct into vessels or burges, and 
also for reeviving goods from the water di- 
rect intdithe cars.

Believing that the material interests of 
our country are intimately connected with 
the development of her Agricultural resour- 
ces and the fostering of her Manufactures, 
I shall heartily support the Government in 
any wisely considered measure for the pro 
motion of those objects.

which so happily and advantageously exist 
between this und the mother country. 

In conclusion I would observe, that should

the country. In coming before them to-day 
¢ wished to define his position so that there 
could be no mistaking it. He did not wish 
to give an uncertain sound, so that any per~ 
son would have the shadow of an excuse for 
saying after the clection that he had got his 
vote undor false pretences. Bofore going fur- 
her, he would mention the fact that he and 
Mr. Farley bad submitted their claims (o mu- 
tual friends, and the result was that he had 
again been selected as the party candidate, 
and Mr. Farley bad retired in his favor, and 
had expressed his willingness to use his en- 
tire influence in bis support. (Cheors.) The 
contest was now therefore between himself 
and Mr. Solmes, Ife was in favor of giving 
the present men in power a fair, honest trial, 
without any reservations. [hear, hear.) With 
some of its members and supporters ho had 
acted ever since 1854,—with many of them 
for the last twenty-five years. ‘hey had as- 
sisted in turning out one of the most profli- 
Gate and dishonest Governments, by which 
Vanada had ever been governed, and estab- 
lished another in its stead, which enjoyed the 
entire confidence of the liberal portion of the 
inhabitants of the Province, With that Go- 
Yernment, 60 long as they honestly carried 
out their policy, he would cast bis lot, having 
entire confidence iv the men at tho head of 
affairs, If they full bo would fall with them. 
Mr. Solmes’ position was tho exact reverse. 
A thick and thin supporter of the late Coali- 
tion Government—a defender and apologizer 
of all their corrupt astions,—be asks your 
support on these grounds, and he was sure 
Mr. Solmes would not be offended if he told 
thom so. If you vote for Dr. Hope, you vote 
to sustain the present wen in power, giving 
them au opportunity to carry out the various 
reforms they have began, If you vote for 
Mr. Solmes, you vote to restore to power the 
men who had shamofully misxgoverned the 
Country, and involved it in adebt which will 
take years to retrieve, Le wished to sct the 
issue fairly before them. Mr, Solmes may, 
Perhaps, tell you that he is not a supporter 
of the late Government, yet he supported Mr. 
Anderson, an avowed supporter of the Con- 
lition, He will tell you that he is an adyo- 
cate of Representation by Population, yet he 
supported a man who upheld a Government 
who declared that the just demands of Upper 
Canada should not be granted, (hear, hear.) 
Judging from his past actions, his present 
advocacy of Representation by Population is 
the veriest clap-trap, used for clectioncering 
purposes, In the present contest he wished 
them to sivk the men, It was of little conse- 
quence to the electors of Quinte Division 
whether Dr, Hope or Mr. Solines was clotted; 
it was the principlos which they respectivel 
embodied and represented, Ie did not with 
any one to vote for him who did not endorse 
his sentiments, He had always been a libe- 
ral in politics, in fact he might say he had 
inherited his political ideas from his father, 
who bad ‘contended in Ireland for the same 
preat principles of political equality which ho 
found wore advocated in Canada, when he 
settled in Belleville. In reference to the

In the adjustment of the Reprosentation, 
he believed that they intended to disfranchise 
Cornwall,—J. S, Macdonald's own constitu- 
ency,—Niagara, and Brockville, these three 
members to be given to some larger constitu- 
encies, such as Iluron and Bruce, ‘These bo- 
roughs are gencrally the most corrupt. Any 
man may be clected, if he is willing to spend 
the money. It was those rotten boroughs in 
England that called up the Reform bill,—one 
borough in England, Old Sarum, sending a 
representative alter nearly every man had left 
it (aughter). 

A voice, * What about Separate Schools?" 


Dr, Hope.—1 am glad you bave called my 
attention to that question, although I intended 
to refer to it before closing. I have neither 
altered nor modified the opinions I have held 
upon this question since 1857, It is not now 
a question whether it was wise or prudent in 
the first instance to establish Separate Schools 
for any distinct class of community. Who- 
ther wisely or unwisely, they have been esta- 
blished by the Legislature, and are now le- 
gally recognised as one of the educational in- 
stitutions of the country. Under the protec- 
tion of the Statute, Separate School houses 
have been built, and other School property 
has been acquired. Iam therefore opposed 
to the abolition of Separate Schools as granted 
to our Roman Catholic follow subjects, be- 
cause this could not be accomplished without 
doing violence to the vested interests they 
have acquired in good faith, and under the 
sanction of Parliament. He would go fur- 
ther, and say that inasmuch as Separate 
Schools were to be viewed in the light just 
roferred to, and inasmuch as they were claim- 
ed by the R. Catholics honestly and consci- 
entiously, he would bo in favor of making 
them as efficient as it was possible to make 
them, consistently with the efficiency of our 
common schools. He believed that certain 
amendments were required for the better 
working of separate schools, and ho believed 
the present Government had, with the advice 
and concurrence of the chief Superintendent 
of Education for Upper Canada, settled upon 
4 liberal and judicious measure, which, while 
it would not in the least interfere with the 
efficiency of our commen schools, would ren- 
der the Separate School machinery more prac- 
tical and efficacious in its working. He was 
happy to say that such a measure had been 
accepted by the Hierarchy as a finality, and 
no one acquainted with the practical working 
of the School system would say that it was 
not more liberal aud beneficial to the country 
at large, than the law au we now find it upon 
our Statute books. It had been said that he 
dare not come into Prince Edward and declare 
such views on the School question, But he 
dared to do so, and was willing to abide by 
the consequences (cheers). It was only an 
act of justice to a portion of the communit 
numbering over 260,000, to allow thein to ad 
ucate their children according to their con- 
science, It was one of the bonsts of the Bri- 
tish Constitution that no man's conscience 
should be forced: he sincerely regretted that 
the Roman Catholics could not join them in 
one great schome of Education, and they had 
only to give thom as complete a Separate sys. 
tom as was compatible with tho educational 
interests of the other sections of the commu- 
nity. A portion of tho Church of England, 
of which hoe was a momber, wished to have 
Separate Schools, but ax thoy asked for thom 
upon a different principle from Roman Cath. 
olics, he would oppose them, Whilo on tho 
subject of Education, ho would also beg to 
allude to another question in this connection 
of great intorost to the inhabitants of this 
Provinee,~-he referred to the aystem of Col- | 
legiate education, and to the question of Uni- 
versity reform, It wax well known that To- 
rento University and University Colloge had 
been magnificently endowed hy the Province, 
and that its incor e was many times } 
than that of all the other Colleges put togo- 
ther. Now he did not wish to be understood 
ax saying that he would do anything which 
would in tho least cripple tho enorgies of this 
noble Inatitution—an Inatitution which bo- 
longed to the people of Canada, and of which 
all Canadians might well feel proud—but it 
had been said, and ho bolieved with truth, 
that the public monoy was boing squandered 
usclessly at this Institution, and that it could 
Ho kopt in a étate of high officloney for a great 
deal leas money.

The question of Municipal Indebtedness 
had also been alluded to, Parties had circu- 
|Inted the story that he was in favor of the 
Government assuming the indebtedness of 
defaulting municipalities, and that Hastings 
wished to be relieved. ‘This was not tho case; 
he would never support so iniquitous a mea- 
sure. When a lottcr was sent from Hamil- 
ton, asking the County of Hastings, to mect 
them, with othurs, in Colborne, to consider 
the matter of relief, Mr. Benjamin, the then 
Wardon, acswered that Hastings, it was true 
was indebted, but had made provisions to 
meet her liabilities, and opposing any scheme 
of tho kind, ‘The matter was laid before the 
Council at its next meeting, and they cordi- 
ally endorsed the action taken by Mr. Benja- 
min. ‘The debt was for the entire County, 
not for the South Riding alone, and amounted 
to $168,000, which had been expended in 
Grayel roads, and Bridges, some of them of 
iron, a over the Moira at Belleville. They 
had 110 miles of gravel roads, free of toll,— 
such as is hardly to be met with in Canada. 
The population of Hastings is 45,000, and 
they would be very foolish to saddle their 
debt on the Province, when their proportion 
of the entire indebtedness would amount to 
four or five times the sum they now have to 
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pay: 

With regard to the important subject of 
Representation by Population, ho could only 
say that his views were not changed as to the 
Justice or soundness of the principle involved.

When they met Mr, Sicette and his friends, os 
representatives of Lower Unnada, the first ques 
tion was, what guarantees could be given to 
Upper Canada to secure her agninet the repeti~ 
tion of that eyatem of Government whieh had 
prevailed during the Inst five or six years. The 
demand Was at once made that there should be 
a concession on the Represcntetion question — 
{t was urged that in view of the fnets disclosed 
by the census, and by the Public Accounts, as 
to the population of the respective Pro 
and the amounts they contributed to the reve 
nue, Upper Caunda was entitled to a larger 
share of represeutation, and that Lower Canada 
ought to consent to a change of the Union Act, 
in order that a larger represeptation might be 
conceded, They were at ouce met with Mr.

J, L. Bracar Esq., M.P.P. for Northumber- 


land, next addressed the meeting, which he 
did in an effective and eloquent manner. 


Although not residing in the Division, he 
possessed considerable Pebeny in it, and 
was interested ‘personally in its welfare, 
The main part of his speech was the mum- 


cipal indebtness, which he explained in 80 
clear and forcible a manner, that Mr. Solmes, 


no doubt learned more on the question than 
he ever knew before. He reviewed the 
causes which operated in establishing the 
Municipal Relief Fund, The debt of the 
county of Hastings to this fund was $153,000, 
and there was not a penny in arrears. The 
money was borrowed, for the purpose of 
building bridges, roads &c., and the interest 
paid thereon, with a sinking fund cf 2 per 
cent, so that at the end of 21 years, by pay 

ing the interest alone Hastings would be in- 
tirely outof debt. Other Municipalities were 
in default for irterest alone, from $50,000,--as 
Loudon—down to $1,000. The population of 
Hastings is 45,000, the debt would the:efore 
be about $3,560 per head. The Municipal 
Indebtedness of the entire Province was over 
$10,000,000, with arrears to the amount ot 
$200,000,—so that the proportion which the 
county of Hastings would have to pay, would 
be $14 per head, instead of $3,50 (cheers.) 


Dr. Dontanp,—Then stated his reasons for 
supporting Dr. Hore, He had every confi- 
dence in the men now in power; and also 
in Dr. Hope. The country was being need- 
Jessly thurst head over ears in debt in time 
of peace, anda tax placed upon even the 
necessaries of life to meet the waste iucur- 
red in purchasing support. The just de- 
mands of Upper Canada were laughed at. 
When she asked that her 300,000 inhabitants, 
which she had in excess of Lower Canada, 
should be represented on the floor of the 
House, the L. C, Premier, from his seat in 
the House declared that they were entitled 
to no more consideration than so many Cod- 
fish in Gasp bay, (hear hear.) He would 
give Dr. Hope his most cordial support. 


L. WAtLpRingE, Fsq., M. P. P., for South 
Hastings, being called on, made a very humor- 
ous and telling speech. The best compliment 
to which was, that although he spoke for over 
three quarters of an hour in a drizzling rain, 
the crowd instead of decreasing increased, He 
accused Mr, Solmes of picking up the charges 
of the Clear Grits, whom he affected to des- 
pise, and pitehing them at his own friends,— 
the Grand ‘Trunk, the University—and in fact 
every thing that had tended to destroy them. 
He even stole his (Mr. Wallbridge’s) thun- 
der on the Weller's Bay Canal. ‘They all knew 
in Consecon, that he was the only man that 
had made any movement in the project, for 
the last five or six years, And noty when he 
was in a position to do them some good, Mr. 
Solmes washed to toke the matter out of his 
hands, He explained the matter fully to them, 
and then went on to review Mr, Solmes’ 
speech on the Revenue, and on the Postal 
Subsidy, and showed that “the poor silly fel- 
low,” as he termed Mr. Solmes, did not know 
what he was talking about. It was the old 
government that proposed the arbitration, and 
the present government that quashed it. If 
any subsidy was to be granted, they would 
take tho responsibility, The rain prevented 
reportiug the wholo of Mr. Wallbridge’s speech, 
which was loudly cheered, In fact 60 effeetual- 
ly was he destroying the last hope of Mr, 
Solmes in Consecon, that a man, slightly 
soaked in “Solmes’ Whiskey,” said, ** For 
God's sake, Wallbridge, stop, and I will give 
you one hundred dollars. I will, now.” 


Mr. DIAMOND was next called upon to ad- 
dress the meeting. In responding to the call, 
he said that at that late hour, and after so 
many and able addresses had been delivered, 
it would bo highly improper to detain the 
audience much longer. They had exhibited 
remarkable patience already, and he did not 
like to impose upon good nature. ‘There was 
ulso another reason why he should not do 50, 
he happened unfortunately to belong to that 
class whom Mr. Solmes had so much abused, 
namely, the Lawyers.

At a Convention composed of Dele- 
ates from the several Municipalities in the 
Hivision favorable to the present Provincial 
Administration, I have been selected as a 
candidate for your suffrages at the approach- 
ing Election; and as I have also received 
repeated solicitations from numerous politi- 
cal friends residing in both sections of the 
Division; I have consented to comply with 
their request, and accept the nomination. 

Having in common with a majority of the 
Electors of the Division co-operated with the 
gentlemen composing the present Goyern- 
ment while they were in opposition, it will 
be not only consonant with my own feelings 
but a matter of political fidelity, now that 
they have assumed the responsibilities of 
office, to give them a cordial support so long 
as their admiaistration of public affairs jus- 
tifies the reasonable expectations of the 
country, 

I look upon the proper management of 
the public finances as the most important 
question that now engages public attention. 
When the Coalition Government came into 
power in 1854, the Provincial debt was in 
round numbers $29,000,000, with a revenue 
excceding the expenditure by nearly $2,000- 
000. When they retired from office, the 
debt under their management had increased 
to the enormous sum of $70,000,000, with 
a startling deficit of over $5,000,000, not- 
withstanding the important fact that the 
‘Tariff had been raised at three several times 
during their cight years’ tenure of office, on 
ull-the staples of commerce and necessaries 
of life. The material interests of the coun- 
try as well as its future prosperity, impera- 
tively demand the inauguration of a scheme 
of strict economy and retrenchment, which 
will lessen the burdens of the people, and 
improye our credit abroad, If elected, I 
shall direct my best efforts towards the ac- 
complishment of this object. 

Tn connexion with this subject, T may be 
perinitted to state that a number of Muni- 
cipalities have been encouraged to incur li- 
abilities which they now profess are boyond 
their present means of liquidation, and 
which they are striving to induce the Pro- 
vince to assume, I am opposed to this 
scheme of Municipal relief, as it would not 
only increase the Provincial debt (already 
more than sufficiently large,) but it would 
be unjust to those Municipalities which 
haye managed their affairs with prudence 
and economy. 

With the strongest conviotions of the ad- 
vantages arising from Municipal Institu- 
tions, yet in yiew of those dangerous ex- 
cesses of Fan et I would adyoonte the pas- 
sage of a law limiting their power to borrow 
money and impose taxes beyond a fixed and 
reasonable limit. 

Believing that the ma interests of 
our country are intimately connected with 
the development of her Agricultural resour- 
ces and the fostering of her Manufactures, 
I shall heartily support the Government in 
any wisely considered measure for the pro 
motion of those objects. 

Proud of our position as an integral por- 
tion of the British Empire,—warmly at- 
tached to British Laws and Institutions,— 
T shall on all occasions sienna oppose 
any measure ealoulated to weaken the bonds 
which so happily and advantageously exist 
between this and the mother country. 

In conclusion I would observe, that shoutd 
I be honored with your confidence, I will 
exert every honorable means to earry out 
all wise and salutary measures of roform 
which will tend to promote thie peace and 
good government of the country: } shall 
fool it to be my duty especially to study the 
local interests of the Quinte Division, and 
by all proper means to promote the interests 
of my constituents, whose prosperity and 
my own are identical,

Curious Discovery of an Old Miser. 


A London policoman made a strango ar- 
rest recently in the neighborhood of White 
chapel, Hesaw a wretched looking old 
man, clad in rags and tottering along, ap 
parently overburdened by something. which 
he carried abouthim, He questioned him 
and as the old man resented his interfe' 
ence he took him to Leman street police 
station, There the superintendent on duty, 
having got over his first sensations of dis- 
gust which the appearance and odor of the 
captive created had the old man searched. 
Krom around his body wore taken soyeral 
bundles of old, dirty stinking rags, which 
were found to contain gold and silyer, and 
five Bank of England notes, to the amount 
of nearly £200, ‘hero was about £100 
in silver, the weight of which was batween 
46 and 47 Ibs. “The finding of so large a 
sum upon one who seemed in tho dopth of 
wretchedness, of courso rather astonished 
the constable, and he was asked to account 
for the possession of the money, He re- 
plicd that it was his own, that he had been 
saving it for parade of 20 roan that as 
he accumulated the gold and silyer he se- 
cured it in the rags which he placed round 
his body for safe keeping, can never took 
thom off. Inquiries among the Jews of 
Petticoat-lane who had frequently employed 
him, scemed to confirm the old man’s 
story, and after great opposition, he was at 
last persuaded to go to the Bank of Eng- 
land, but his wretched and offensive appear- 
ance, and the process of turning the large 
amount of silver out of his dirty rags had 
such an effect upon the cashiers, that they 
declined to haye anything to do with the 
old man and hiseash, probably foaring that 
thore was something infectious about him. 
The city detectives who were in attendance 
tried three good offices, and the cashiers 
were at length induced to reecive the silyor 
(there being only one bad half crown a- 
mongst the mass) and to give the old man 
notes for the amount, After some further 
persuasion he was induced to inyest the 
whole of his long earned sayings, and AlI- 
derman Sir B. Carden kindly received about 
£192 from the old man to do the bost he 
could for him. he police then adyised 
him to have a good wash, and he returned 
to his abode, but evidently not so well at 
ease as to the security of his money as 
when he carried it about with him,

Contrary to the general expectation of 

48 und public opinion in Murope, the! 
Italian Government has succeeded in put- 
ting an ond to the movement of Garibaldi. 
While marching from Re; toward Naples 
he was overtaken by the royal troops, and 
in a sharp contest which ensued, he was de- 
feated, wounded, and compellod to s 
der. An Ttalian frigate yas imr 
ordered to convey him tovspe 
Governmont, of course, rogards the entire 
: movement as onded, and has already order. 
od. the blockade of the Italian coast to be 
raised, 

This issue of the Garibaldian expedition 
is a terrible blow to the democracy of y, 
ais well as that of the other European coun- 
trios. Tt was on all sides admitted that the 
eyiiparieg of the people of Sicily and 
Naples wero predominantly with Garibaldi. 
Few even among tlic opponents of the Gen, 
doubted that he would be able to conquer 
at least these two countries, and it was ex- 
pected that then, if not sooner, the reyolu- 
tionary movement would spread, isin 1843, 
to other European countri Garibaldi 
himself was confident. of suo He is 
said to have announced to his volunteers 
that in a few days he would, march with 
them into the City of Naples. Before 
crossing over into Calabria, ho had issued 
4 proclamition to the Italian people, calling 
on them to join his expedition, and strong 
demonstrations had consequently taken 
place in his fayor at Genoa, Florence, and 
other places, attended in some instanees by 
collisions between the authorities aud the 
people. 

The progress of Garibaldi Was regarded 
at Paris and London as sufficiently impor- 
tant to eclipse entirely, for a time, the in- 
terest taken in the American war. .The 
Rentes at Paris fell on August 27 more 
than 14 per cent; and Napoleon presided 
at an important Cabinet Council ou Italian 
affairs, und it was resolyed to make exten- 
sive military aud naval proparations. A 
French squadron had already been sent to 
Naples. There were rumors that England 
had protested against any French occupa 
tion of Neapolitan territory; that she had 
threatened a similar movement in Sigily, and 
dispatched likewise a squadron to Naples. 
Tn England, a subscription in fayor of sup- 
porting the movement of Garibaldi was on 
the point of being organized; and in France 
all the Liberal press prayed the Goyern- 
ment to. give up Rome, in onder to ayoid a 
war between the Ltalian people and Trance, 
The capture of Garibaldi most probably 
terminates at once the revolutionary) at- 
tempt ; but the solution of the: Roman and 
of the [talian questions will become by. this 
success of the Government. only more, difli- 
cult. than it. was. before. ILouis.Napoleon 
has now announced his. intention,.not..to 
abandon the defense of the temporal power 
of tho Pope, while the Ltalian Government 
will feel more than ever before the necessity 
to continue most strenuously, its exertions 
for obtaining Lome and Venetia, in order 
not to lose altogether the sympathy, of the

5. Failing in the above, a general Con- 
yention to be held, and terms of separation 
agreed upon, with a troaty offensive and 
defensive—Charleston Courier.

But un- 
less we are to defeat and bag them thero, 
their inyasion of Maryland is a disaster, 
The great object of the rebel strategy, 
from the day their army loft Richinond un- 
til now, has been to anticipate tho arrival of 
our powerful reinforcements from the North, 
As soon us the six hundred thousand new 
levies were called for, the rebels saw that 
unless they could get beforchand with us, 
aud deal a decisive blow before those new 
mon were in the field, their cause was hope- 
less, It is our interest on the other hand, 
to risk as little as possible until we can con- 
front the rebels with overpowering numbors. 
Reinforcements are at present pouring for- 
ward at arate which overtaxes all the avail- 
able means of transportation, and will con- 
tinue to do so for weeks to come, Tho re-

similarly engaged on approaching the barn, 
and turned off to his work after exchang. 
ing a few words with his brother. Still 
William remained in the barn. After the 
Inpso of some five minutes further, the barn 
Was again visited, and the unfortunate man 
was found hanging by the nock, and on hiy 
knees, the rope not being tied sufficiently 
high otherwise to permit of the perpotration 
of the dreadful deed, Life was quite ox 
tinct. ‘The rope was only a fow fect long, 
and on examination it was found that de. 
ceased took it from a gate in the field, and, 
48 is supposed, hid it ie his porsen until 
ho found an opportunity to commit tho 
crime, The decoaved was un honest, wor- 
thy man, in flourishng circumstances, hay- 
ing acoumulated considerable proporty. He
